In  Missouri,  a scholarship  study  of  ;rural  children • participating  in  the  program,  ■:.? 
showed  that  regular  school  luncli  customers  raised  their  grade  points  * an ' average 
of  9«23^»  Those  not  participating  lost  groxind,  lowering  their  grade  average. 0*0^ 

In  •'Sew  York  City,  a study  of  I6OO  children  showed  that ''fiorG' than  3/4  ths  of  the 
age  groups  eating  school  lunches  gained  more  in  stature  and  weight  than  did  those 
who  depended  on  other  sources  for  lunch.  So  child  ea.ting  the  school  1-anch  failed 
to  grov;  during  the  year,  but  more  than  2^  of  the  other  kids  showed  no  gains.

Restaurants  and  small  crossroads  retail  estab- 
lishments must  depend  on  tov/n  retail  stores  for  supplies,” 

’’Shortage  Areas”  - under  25,000  will  be  designated  - and  in  those  places  retailer 
quotas  for  the  sale  of  meat  to  other  reta-ilers  will  be  upped  to  a maxinuxi  of  fO 
percent  of  current  monthly  dollar  volnjie  of  the  seller.
